_E. A. Bowman, president of E. A. 
Bowman, Inc. 5115 John R.. street, 
father of the girl, and Mrs. Bowm 
attended the party with their daugh.

- SHIP. RICHLY INLAID 


John: Deckrow -has just finished a 
old. fashioned . Grandfather 
clock, seven feet, 444 inches tall. This 
is the result of two years of painstak- 
,ing labor. It is a work of art. and 
' vorRmanship. 

The body of the clock is black wal- 
tnut and is inlaid with white maple. 
| The latter comprises - 255 separate 
‘pieces and are fitted in with the nice- 
jity of the finest cabinet makers art. 
‘AN panels are grooved, tongued ‘and 
glued.. The dial is of white maple, 
ithe hands of imported white Holly |. 
wood and the figures, which are in 
relief Old English, are of Cuban 
cedar, which also ‘is imported . and 
purchased by Mr.. Deckrow from H. 
;L. Wild, importer, New York City. 
The works are Seth Thomas. 

Mr. Deckrow began. work. on the 
clock October 14th, 1926 and in all 
has into the work ‘1230. hours of 
labor. ‘The items of cost. he- has 
computed as follows: Walnut wood, 
$26.50; maple, $4.85; White Holly 
and cedar, $1.00. The. works cost 
$28.50, the vernal glue and other 
incidentals $1.30.

John Henry Hartman 

To Mr. and Mrs. John Hartman of 
Genoa, Livingston Co.,.Michigan, was 
born @ son on January 26, 1850, to 
whom they gave the name of John 
Henry.

The father fived alone for . six 
years in his home on another farm 
which he had purchased and cleared 
on the Oscoda County line in South 
Branch Township, with. the compan- 
ionship of first one and then another 
of his. children until-on Jan. 1, 1918 
he was married to Mrs. Louisa’ Kiet- 
zer. . Together they journeyed down 
the westward slope into the sunset 
of life. Death claimed him March 
27, 1928 at the home of his son, Fred, 
and was caused ‘by sénile gangrene, 
which attacked his feet and gradually 
worked thru his system. His suffer- 
ing was intense until death relieved 
him. He was a good husband, a loving 
father, a kind neighbor and in his 
death the community. loses a respect-| — 
ed citizen and one of its last original 
members,. Many friends join in their 
sympathy for the bereaved family. 


He is survived by his wife, Louisa] 


Hartman, two sons, John W. of Flint, 
and Fred H. of Eldorado; two daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Wm.

A few bits of furniture were. al- 
ready in use; other pieces were bought 
from. the second-hand shop, some 
pieces donated, some bought from 
local mills unfinished, and every piece 
was. either painted or covered. The 
selection of. furntshings was in the 
hands of a competcnt committee which 
saw to it that the furnishings were all 
in geod taste.
